To Form 


8 WINNERS IN 8 YEARS

Nix Nabs National 


The Sacramento legend keeps going 
with eight yeärs of racing history and 
eight different winners. 

Joining the illustrious line of 20- 
mile champions last Sunday was Okla- 
homa’s Fred Nix who came from way 
back on the last mile to win his first 
National Championship in the closest 
finish ever recorded in west coast nat- 
ional racing. 

The slick Sooner from Lawton, Okla- 
homa powered by Sammy Tanner ten 
yards from the finish line to win by half 
a length before a roaring record crowd 
of over 15,000 fans. 

It also shot him into the top ten in 
the finalnational standings. He was 17th 
going into the race, which was the last 
AMA national of the year. 

Nix ran a close second to defending 
champion Mert Lawwill in the heat race 
but came back to lead the first seven 
laps in the 20-lap final. Markel edged 
across the line by inches to lead the 
8th lap but it was Nix in front by inches 
over Lawwill and Markel the next round. 


"Flea" Really Flew! 


The lead changed hands eight times 
across the finish line during the hotly 
contested event that saw Sammy Tanner 
come from way back during the opening 
laps and overhaul the leaders to take 
the lead on the 11th mile. 

Nix again was in front the next three 
laps, but it was Tanner again at the end 
of 15 miles and starting to move away. 

Lawwill got off the groove twice on 
laps 14 & 15to put him out of contention 
for the win. He had to battle back late 
in the race to re-pass Markel and Gary 
Nixon to finish a closing third. 

The start of the final lap had Tanner 
in front by eight lengths over Nix. Fred 
scored down the back chute to pull closer 
going into the final turn. Tanner appeared 
to go in too hot and went wide with Nix 
pulling up end for end down the final 
stretch. The two were side by side 50 
yards from the checkered flag with Nix 
going to the inside the last ten yards 
and making it to the front right at the 
finish. 


Seventeen of the twenty finalists 
were still around at the finish. Don Haw- 
ley fell off early in the race with Neil 
Keen and Gene Romero pulling in with 
engine troubles. Romero had fifth place 
locked up when he dropped out on the 
14th mile. 


Carter Tops Amateur Stars 


The Amateur final was nearly as 
close a finish with John Carter coming 
from way back to pull up even with Gerry 
seguin as the two started the last lap. 
Carter shot to the inside of the first 
turn with Seguin giving the fans a thrill 
with a wild sliding spill. Carter then 
powered in for his first big win. Sequin 
later righted himself and walked back 
to the pits, receiving a large ovation 
from the crowd that had earlier watched 
him post fast Amateur time and win his 
heat race.

285,449 M/C’S 
REG. IN CALIF. 


California motorcycle registra- 
tions as of August, 1966 were 285, 
449, according to the latest Dept. of 
Motor Vehicles report. Last -May 
only about 245,000 bikes were reg- 
istered in the state. Cycles now 
represent 2.65 per cent of the total 
vehicles registered, out of 10,759, 
380 in the state. 

Los Angeles County leads with 
102,504 motorcycles, followed by 





Orange County with 19,152 and San 
Diego County with 17,370. San Ber- 
nardino and Alameda Counties are 
neck and neck with 12,743 and 
12,702 respectively. 

Still uncounted are the non- 
registered, sporting machines, which 
may surpass in number the 285,000 
licensed for the road. 


New TT Track for AMA Pro's 


Will Tice, owner of the new San Gab- 
riel Raceway atIrwindale hadannounced 
he is ready to go full tilt. His new 
track, located just off the San Bernar- 
dino Freeway, will host the TT cycles 
on Saturday nights,October 8th and 15th. 

The race will have a guaranteed 
purse of $2500.00 with added purses to 
the winners of the Expert, Amateur and 
Novice main events. 

The course has two jumps and many 
fast sweeping turns along with grand- 
stands that accomodate 6,000 fans. 

Oval racing is also planned for later 
in the year or early next season. The 
track will run weekly cycle shows in

SAFETY PROBLEM LOOMS 
A5 BIGGEST TITREAT.......... 


*I don't see why the trend can't con- 
tinue indefinitely if we can do something 
about these accidents,” a leading member 
of the industry said recently. “I’m 
afraid if we don’t do something about it 
soon, Washington will.” He didn’t have 
to spell out exactly what the Senate 
committee investigating traffic safety 
would do about it. We both knew, what- 
ever, we wouldn't like it. 

Never has the motorcycle business 
and motorcycle sport enjoyed suchhigh 
profits and prestige in the U.S. Yet, we 
could lose everything overnight if the 
same anger that congress is currently 
venting on the automobile industry were 
directed at the two-wheel trade. 

Surely our industry will rise to the 
challenge and thwart our enemies with 
the same vigorous determination that 
they lavished on the “problem element,” 
which threatens us from within. In other 
words, politicians and newspapers will 
have a field-day at our expense...if we 
don’t do something about the problems 
ourselves. 

There is a way out of our dilemma, 


which I hope to propose within a few 
weeks, but it requires giving, and that 
is something fairly rare in the motor- 
cycle industry. At least we can pinpoint 
the areas in which need our attention. 
Legislation: we need laws to protect us 
from other drivers, especially car driv- 
ers. One of the first things that should 
be required is a side-view mirror on 
every car to help eliminate that fatal 
"blind spot". The same California state 
office that issued printed cards with 
every vehicle registration last year er- 
roniously advising that motorcycles are 
banned from all forest trails should issue 
a similar card advising motorists how 
to keep from hitting motorcycles in traf- 
fic. Special hazards to cycle riding 
must be danger-marked until they can 
be eliminated, even if state vehicle tax 
money has to be spent to do it, And 
there are many other things that need 
being done to get California ready for 
the real motorcycle boom to come in the 
future.

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Guest Editorial 
WEAR A HELMET AND BE 
IMMORTAL

This is the implication of at least 
one California newspaper as it crusades 
for a mandatory helmet law. There are 
probably other area newspapers whose 
editors feel the same, but the San 
Gabriel Valley Tribune has bent every 
effort to cause the legislature to clamp 
a helmet on your head and make you 
wear it, regardless of your personal 
choice in the matter. So deeply do the 
Tribune’s editors feel about this policy 
that their front page news has started to 
reflect their editorial page comments. 

The Tribune faithfully reports and 
rehashes every San Gabriel Valley ac- 
cident involving a helmetless motor- 
cyclist. In their zeal to illustrate their 
point, they quite frequently fail to men- 
tion that the primary cause of these 
collisions are automobiles; usually 
making an illegal left hand turn into or 
in front of the cycle victim. All too 
often the drivers of the offending auto 
are not even cited for the illegal turn, 
much less charged with manslaughter 
for the death they caused. 

Don't condemn the Tribune for their 
motives are noble. The editors are con- 
cerned over the number of people who 
are being killed and injured on motor- 
cycles, especially the lightweights. Un- 
fortunately -their approach is short 
sighted'and unrealistic. 

The use of.a safety helmet will not 
cut the-accident ratio one iota! The use 
of a helmet ‘does not contribute one 
tittle to the control of a motorcycle! A 
helmet on a rider’s head does not in 
itself increase that rider’s attention to 
the road one jot! 

On the other hand, a helmet is cer- 
tainly not useless. Whether he chooses 
to wear one or not, any motorcyclist 
with an I.Q. above the moron level 
knows that once a collision or upset 
occurs, a helmet is very good insurance 
against head injuries. I personally think 
anyone who would choose to ride a 
motorcycle without a helmet is a simple 
fool. But I would be last to deny him the 
right to make such a choice. However, 
the editors at the Tribune along with 
many others, feel otherwise and if they 
have their way, the law will decree that 
you-will wear a helmet — whether you 
like it or not. This crass encroachment 
is excused with the concept, "if just 
one life is saved, it is worth it.” 


Mandatory Helmets for Car 


Drivers? 


The Tribune recently ran a photo of 
an auto collision captioned *...driver 
suffers severe head injuries”. Now we 
know that helmets are of value in auto 
collisions. Almost every police depart- 
ment has adopted their use in autos. I 
wonder if the editors of the Tribune are 
ready to accept a law reguiring them to 
bear the expense and inconvenience of 
using helmets in their autos? Remember 
—"if just one life is saved, it's worth 
it" Any law requiring helmets for 
motorcyclists only would be rank dis- 
crimination and class legislation. And 
would that be all? 

The Los Angeles Times has already 
mentioned how boots and protective 
clothing covering the entire body can 
reduce motorcycle injuries. Leather 
jackets and pants are great in January— 
but in August too? Just last year a bill 
was introduced in New York to require 
seat belts on motorcycles! That bit of 
stupidity failed, but the door opened by 
a mandatory helmet law stays open for a 
mandatory clothing law. 

There are other remedies that can be 
applied to reduce the death and injuries 
connected with motorcyclesthat will not 
infringe on your right of choice on mat- 
ters that are solely your concern. More 
on these later. In the meantime, rest 
assured that a mandatory helmet bill 
will be submitted to the next California 
Legislature. Now is not too soon to 
start letting your representatives know 
how you feel. Spend 8¢ for 2 postcards 
and send them to your reps. Simply 
state that you want the choice of wear- 
ing a safety helmet left to you, the only 
one it protects. If you don’t know the 
address of your reps, a phone call to 
your library or newspaper will get you 
that information. 

Naturally the easiest course to take 
is to let someone else do it. If this is 
your choice, you can kiss another right 
to choose good-bye.

First International Moto Cross 


Championship Point Race for U.S. 
at Stake in Dirtdigger-AMA Fuss 


First, to set the record straight and 
to eliminate 50% of our recent phone 
calls..the Dirtdiggers Grand Prix at 
Simi Ranch (formerly known as Corrigan- 
ville) is OPEN TO ALL RIDERS..it is 
not necessary to belong to the AMA, 
ACA, FIM, SCRAM, COMP, or any other 
association. However, you must have 
access to a competition machine, prove 
you ate competent to ride it in the class 
you enter, and have “guts” enough to 
race. Professional entries must be li- 
censed by a recognized body for reasons 
of rider safety. 

Insofar as AMA suspension of parti- 
cipants, unfortunately we only have a 
verbal statement from AMA, made at the 
September Sports Committee Meeting 
that AMA members will not be punished 
for riding non-AMA sanctioned events in 
California. In warning, we feel you “pro” 
riders should know that you may possi- 
bly be suspended in other states that 
don’t protect the individual’s freedom of 
choice. This is going to be up to the 
individual rider and the often obscure 
AMA Rule Book. 

Some riders have asked why we re- 
fused the AMA offer of their sanction, 
both pro and sporting, for our G.P.,.Prior 
to our expulsion fromthe AMA, we asked 
to be allowed to run a pro class in con- 
junction with our sportsmen event...an 
AMA official at a District 37 Meeting 
told us this was not allowed. After the 
recent trip out here by an AMA execu- 
tive, we had a phone call from Ohio, 
offering the dual sanction we had pre- 
viously been refused, and we feel this 
fresh contradiction of their own rule 
came too late...again. After the firm 
notification of our dis-affiliation we had 
arranged for an International FIM Sanc- 
tion, and had contacted some European 
riders for their entries (the AMA doesn't 
believe in this exchange of riders, it 
seems). 

Our event is now a point event for 
the International Championship Moto 
Cross title...the first in the United 
States, and we refused to give up this 
to satisfy the AMA ultimatum. If we are 
wrong, we are very, very wrong. If we 
are right, this opens the door to true 
international events in the U.S.A. and 
promotes motorcycling a step further up. 

We now propose that the clubs and 
Dist. 37 as a whole retain the $10,000 
minimum we send to Ohio each year, in 
dues alone, and utilize this money to 
lease or buy land for motorcycle activity 
in Southern Califomia. If such land were 
obtained, clubs could rent the track from 
the District, and the rent could go for 
track improvements (toilets, concession 
stand, etc.) thereby maintaining its own 
upkeep, and guaranteeing a place to 
race in coming years. As riders, we 
must cooperate to help ourselves as no 
one else will. 

We have no master plan, as such, 
but we are trying...more than can be 
said for an Eastern organization. “Put 
your best wheel sideways” and we’ll 
see at least *234 of you riders again on 
Nov.19 & 20at our Eighth Annual Grand 
Prix at Simi Ranch.

Shamrock State Ch ampionship Hare& H ound 


The Shamrocks M.C. California Championsnip Hare & Hound on Sept. 
25th had 310 entries. Big bikes lined up on the starting line, which was 
located in an area not considered a “fast-start” because it was filled with 
Joshua trees. The first three miles to the smoke bomb were pretty rough 


second-gear terrain. 

It was unfortunate that some riders 
decided to start racing a little early 
before the banner was dropped and (of 
coursé) they pulled quite a few riders 
with them. The banner was held for an- 
other half-hour while the Shamrocks 
signed the remaining 250 riders’ cards 
for a re-start. All the classes, including 
the trail class went off at the drop of 
the banner at 10:30. 

The trail bike class went the first 
30-mile loop and the remainder of riders 
went a second 40-mile loop. 

I asked overall winner Larry Berg- 
quist (also winner of last week’s Hare 
& Hound Scrambles at Hi Vista put on 
by the Dusters) what he thought about 
the re-start, and he said “Over a quite a 
few years of riding I have gone off with 
the rest of the riders before they dropped 
the banner...and found it was a waste of 
time! When I saw the banner still stand- 
ing while everyone was taking off, I 
decided to wait ‘til the Shamrocks got 
the re-start organized.” 


“Just a Little Endo” 


The first loop was mostly rough 
boondock with occasional deep, winding 
sand washes. It was definitely a light- 
weight first loop. Malcolm Smith took 
the lead on his 250 Husqvarna on the 
first loop to the gas check with Berg- 
quist pressing him all the way. Larry 
was able to pass Smith in an open boon- 
dock area, but in trying to maintain his 
lead he hit a series of ditches and did 
an endo. He had the wind knocked out of 
him and bruised a rib or two, but brushed 
it all off and got going again. 

About ten miles further down the 
course, Larry again passed Malcolm 
who was having some mechanical prob- 
lems and was “sitting-it-out” in a sand 
wash and made it to the checkers for 
first. Second-place rider (#38) Expert 
Gary Preston on a Triumph TR6 must 
have had Larry in his sights all the way 
nm he finished only one minute 
ater.

The Shamrocks laid out their run in 
some good territory. The course was 
well-limed and adequately marked for 
safety...which made it a very enjoyable 
ride, especially for the guys who started 
and finished according to the rules. 


Trail Bike Class 


As mentioned above, the trail bikes 
started at the same time the other bikes 
went off the line...and, believe me, for 
the first three miles to the smoke bomb 
it got pretty hairy in the heavy sand 
running around so many Joshua trees 
that you couldn’t drop it into third in 
very many places...and all at the same 
time trying to keep pace with the larger 
bikes. 

Once you passed the smoke bomb, 
the course was a real blast for light- 
weights — mostly rolling one-rut trails 
where you could just hit the high spots 
on a trail bike. Then when you thought 
everything was going great, here were 
two bottomless sand washes...so deep 
that you could hardly get out of low 
gear into second, and when you did...the 
wash made a sharp turn and you were 
again bogged down in low gear. Then 
there was a long, sandy hill to the 
second check that was a low-gear, feet- 
down obstacle. Jack Morgan, on a Ho- 
daka f90 was first to finish among the 
trail bikes, fighting off a determined 
effort by #236 who closed only ten 
seconds behind him. 

The competition in the trail bike 
classis getting much tougher since more 
and more riders are competing in the 
class...which increases the fun and 


rivalry. This course was a challenge to 
all demanding, skillas wellas endurance.

Once Around The Course

ANTELOPE RAMBLERS 37th 
DIST. HARE SCRAMBLES 

Been sitting on the line about 
fifteen minutes now waiting and man 
it'S hot, ain't they ever going to 
drop that banner? There's a real 
high tense feeling in the air right 
now, and everything is beginning to 
get real quiet. Better get ready. 
Check my fuel to see if it's on, keep 
that bike leaning the right way now 
so it don't start loaded, ain't they 
ever going to drop that —— whoops 
there she goes, 15 kicks and I'm off! 
Lousy start, heading between two 
smoke bombs about two miles out, 
sure on the wrong side of the down 
wind, the dust is terrible. Better 
move up, got to hit those smoke 
bombs between the two. They're 
guides to keep us from running off a 
12 ft. cliff, man this country to the 
smoke bombs is terrible—choppy, and 
rough and full of deep holes. They 
said at the meeting it would be a 
rough start and they meant it. There 
they are, now just go between them 
into the wash, a quick right and 
there way out on the horizon about 
three or four miles is the final smoke 
bomb, and the start of the trail. Go 
like hell here-must make the big 
effort boy this is fast country now. 
Right on top of the bomb now and 
picking up lime. Man, we’re really 
moving! 

Come sliding into check one and 
it’s really dusty, jumped across the 
road and started down a hog back 
into a canyon.

The 
reason for that turn out was to miss 
a 20 foot drop-off. 

Now this wash is really some- 
thing, fourth gear! Man this is a ball 
oh heck! that was short and sweet. 
Turning out now up into a real chop- 
py hog back. If we had gone straight 
we would have dropped off into a 
60 ft. wash and that would have been 
something. Now we’re on a road 


. again going up over the hills, drop- 


ping down into a real rocky canyon. 
We’re skirting the edge of a big 


ride. (Those enduros are rough, guys.)

Now into some pretty whoop-de- 
doo trails and we should be getting 
into the pits real soon. Man it's 
getting tough choppy, dusty.

Sunday morning, September 11th, for the most successful trails event held 
this year by the Southern California Trials Association. 


Masters, Experts, Amateurs, We were 
all striving mightily to out do each other 
and to win a beautiful golden trophy. It 
was fun to ridé the bikes for many hours 
with that fine feeling of camaraderie— to 
visit with old friends—to bask in the hot 
weather while drinking delicious ice- 
cold beer—making new friends with the 
many newcomers—comparing motorcycles. 
—closely studying the brand new bikes— 
satisfied just to compete—happy to be a 
winner — and always pulling for that 
special friend to also be a winner—deter- 
mined to try harder and do better next 
time. It was truly one of those special 
days that will be remembered for a long 
time by many happy people. 

The real hero of the day was young 
Jim Wilson, in the Master Division, rid- 
ing a 200cc Triumph Cub. With the 
sections, almost impassible, even for a 
billy-goat, Jim Wilson ended up with 
first place and a fantastic low score of 
only four makrs lost during the whole 
day. With a score like this, he is show- 
ing up the older men who have many 
years of extensive experience. Jim Wil- 
son is also the Wheelie King of all the 
Trials riders. He can maintain a beauti- 
ful wheelie over the most difficult ter- 
rain for what seems to be an incredible 
distance when we are watching him. Jim 
Wilson's presence is always an extreme 
asset in any Trials event, guaranteeing 
& caliber of competition that is really 
needed. Jim, makes those older hands 
really work for their gold and glory. 

Bob Allen was the winner in the 
Expert Division, with a score of only 
thirty-five marks lost. This guy is a 
pretty serious Trials competitor now, 
incidentally, and cool under extreme 
pressure. He has been a Trials rider for 
only a very few months. However, he 
has owned many different motorcycles 
during the last few years. He came out 
one day as an interested spectator — to 
see what Trials riding consisted of. We 
spent some time talking about Trials 
riding, competition, and motorcycles. He 
rode my beloved and trusty Greeves for 
an hour or so, that first day, then, three 
weeks later he showed up on a beautiful 
new Greeves of his own. He has consist- 
ently won first or second place in every 
Amateur event he’s entered. Last Sunday 
was his first time out in the Expert 
Division—and he won first place. Bob 
has also expressed a very real interest 
in international trials competition. What 
a terrific thrill it would be to represent 
the United States of America in inter- 
national competition! 

There were fourteen trophy winners 
in the Amateur Division. Trophies are 
given for heavyweight bikes, lightweight 
bikes, and ultra-lightweight bikes. Every- 
one and anyone is welcome to compete 
in this division. No special equipment is 
needed—no special experience or know- 
ledge is required. Every-day street 
clothing is quite adequate for most any 
Trials event. Furthermore, anyone not 
having a ride could easily borrow a bike 
for a while. There’s usually a few new- 
comers at each Trials event who come 
over and take my bike for a go ata 
couple of traps. 

One guy in the Amateur Division was 
ten feet tall when the scores were all 
tallied up. Robert Nickelsen only lost 
five marks during the whole day. This is 
truly a score that any of the Experts 
could have been proud of. To make 
things even more interesting, Bob ‘was 
there with a brand new CZ bike. This is 
a very interesting Trials machine—how- 
ever, there seems to be a lot of design 
problems in the front forks and the air 
filter. There's also a battery ignition — 
which is not really suitable for Trials 
riding. Bob is real proud of this bike, 
though. He is a very interesting guy. He 
was breaking us up with his line of talk. 
To know this guy is to like him a lot. 
He also toured the United States on a 
BMW in 1962. One time in Texas all the 
the passenger automobiles were hung up 
because of a sudden flash flood. Bob, on 
his BMW, and a few large Diesel trucks 
were the only ones getting through the 
water. He said the whole lower portion 
of the bike was submerged in the water. 
At one time he was sure the engine 


would guit-because the water was so 
deep—but he made it without any strain 
at all. Another time, all the automobiles 
were stalled out because of over-heating 
on an unusually steep hill. Bob breezed 
right on through without slowing down 
below sixty. Enthusiastic motorcycle 
buffs like Bob Nichelsen really make 
these Trials games a pleasure. 

William Stowers is a new Trials rid- 
er. He just showed up on the scene with 
a beautiful new Greeves. Howard Smith 
came out again. He just managed to get

This year the event will be 
covered by television as well as some 
of the national publications and we 
cannot see how helping promote inter- 
national racing can harm motorcycling 
in this country. In fact, we feel it will 
only help motorcycling to become the 
accepted sport it already is in Europe. 


Carlsbad Example Bad? 


In the past, I have made many caus- 
tic remarks concerning the AMA and its 
rules and regulations. I have only done 
so when I felt the AMA was not fair in 
their rules or in their decisions, but I 
do feel this last week’s championship 
toad race event at Carlsbad Raceway 
deserves some type of comment. I’m not 
quite sure what would be the proper 
words to use, other than 1 feel most of 
the fans who went to the event and paid 
$4.00 (and $1 more to sit in the grand- 


stand) were more than disillusioned. 

“The motorcycle sport of road racing 
such as washeld at Carlsbad was really 
not a good example of road racing. I 
assure you that road racing can be (no 
matter who throws the event, AMA, 
ACA, AFM, etc) a lot more exciting 
than was witnessed at Carlsbad. The 
lack of rider entries and the lack of a 
novice class, I think, greatly depreci- 
ated the excitement and competitive 
spirit which should be present at a Na- 
tional event. I don’t mean to say that 
the riding ability which was displayed 
was in any way inferior. There were 
some tremendous competitors, the riding 
was excellent, but the course and the 
lack of riders was very discouraging. I 
think Mr. Belond, the owner of Carlsbad 
did an excellent job of preparing the 
course and adding to the spectacle and 
the atmosphere of the event. Cleaning 
off the asphalt in several of the turns 
greatly improved the adhesion of the 
course and we feel the owner and co- 
promotor of the event did more than 
most track owners would do in order to 
try to make it a success. 


Vesco OK 


The long time delays, as much as 30 
minutes between events, certainly were 
not conducive to spectator interest. I do 
think there was a great oversight in 
Rocky Rockwood's column last week. I 
know many of the fans were interested 
in Don Vesco's condition, since he was 
knocked down and run over and was tak- 
en to the hospital. Don was very fortun- 
ate and only suffered a broken wrist. It 
seems rather strange that Don was 
ignored in the write-ups concerning the 
event. He might not have learned his 
road racing with the AMA, but he is an 
excellent racer and a real competitor, 
and I think it was a deliberate insult to 
this competitor to be completely ignored 
in the reporting of this event. Don 
Vesco was the first rider in the, United 
States to ever win an internationally 
sanctioned Grand Prix event (the United 
States International Grand Prix at 
Daytona Beach in 1963).

Alex Cord is an avid street and dirt 
rider who should never get off of a 
motorcycle. Every time he does, 
someone steals it! He has lost three 
new Triumphs since the first of the 
year. Perhaps I should say “two 
new Triumphs” because the last 
thief wasn’t lucky enough to get 
away. 

Alex was riding with Jerry Hell- 
man (the producer of “A fine Mad- 
ness”) and they parked their bikes 
for a spell along Pacific Coast 
Highway in Malibu. While talking 
with some friends, Alex heard a 
familiar sound and looked up in time 
to see a teen-ager astride his bike 
trying to start it, and Hellman’s 
bike being driven off into the sun- 
set. Alex, who used to be a rodeo 
stunt man, started chasing his bike 
(and the thief) down PCH, and 
brought both of them to the pave- 
ment with a spectacular flying 
tackle. The thief was arrested, Alex 
got his bike, and all ended happily— 
except for Jerry Hellman, who still 
hasn’t recovered his motorcycle. 
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So many people I know have had 
their motorcycles stolen lately, that 
I decided to do a little checking 
into the actual statistics and found 
the problem has reached monster- 
ous proportions. 

Officer Hugh Polkinghorne of the 
California Highway Patrol has re- 
cently checked with Sacramento 
regarding motorcycle thefts and told 
me that while motorcycles represent 
only 2.41% of the total registered 
motor vehicles in the state (this 
includes all vehicles—trucks, buses, 
cars, etc.), 5.9% of the total thefts 
are motorcycles. This is approxi- 
mately 2% times the rate for all 
vehicles. However, the real shocker 
is that while 85-90% of vehicle 
thefts are recovered, only 25% of 
the motorcycles are ever returned to 
their owners. Twenty-seven per cent 
of the total un-recovered vehicles 
on the books in Sacramento are 
cycles! 

I then discussed the problem 
with Jack Snyder, General Manager 
of Bud Ekins’ shop in Sherman Oaks 
and was surprised to find that one 
of the big causes for the tremendous 
number of thefts is that one 24¢ 
key, that can be purchased in most 
motorcycle shops, will fit most 
English motorcycles built prior to 
1966. Fortunately, manufacturers 
are now attempting to remedy this 
by building better locking systems 
on their newer models. 

The main reason that so few 
bikes are ever recovered is that 
many of them are never ridden on 
the streets after they are stolen. 
Many are dismantled and used for 
parts, and still more are stripped 
down and converted for dirt use. 
This is probably the greatest crime 
of all — most motorcycle thieves 
are not in it for the money — they 
are actually riders who are trying to 
increase or repairtheirrolling stock! 

The number of thefts are already 
So high, most insurance companies 
will be raising their rates within 
the next year. :
